.Black Journal Taping/ Hre go ry-Grodin-Zapr ude r 2/24/75 

Tony Brown of Black Journal phoned me last Thursday to a 3 k if I’d participate in 
a show on conspiracies with Dick Gregory on the sane side and v/ith both lic^ilians opposed. 

I agreed. He asked how to roach the 1-icgpLllans and I have him three addrssees bjtt told 
him not uo expect them to confront Qie. While he seemed to have some reason for believing 
th .- would, shortly later an assistant phoned to ask thte names of others who might oppose. 

I ticked ofx a long list, begimdLng with Rankin, but again said not to expect opposition. 

I asked Jerry ^olicoff to see if he could meet the train ana to tell u rodin tliat 
is there is anything hj wants to discuss, to please also meet the train because there 
would bo other thi^s I wanted to do after I left them (Saturday, the day before the taping). 

They were 45 minutes Into, we were delayed getting to Glanze's, where I stayed, 
they drok/i mo to a meetingwith Jan Sc udder, who is all the way downtown, so wo have plenty 
of tine to talk. 

Robert had been to L.S. to do liort Sahl's show, (o'ahl now hates tane.) 

He said the deal had been for him and Gregory to be on the show. I told him I'd 
been told four only because the total of five is more than on-, can expect without all 
cross— talic. He claims this had always been the deal. 

He was strong in complaint against the show (he said station, but it was also net 
and also counsel) clai m i ng they had broken agreements and were plain cowardly. He said they 
were considering paying Time tf10,000 for the use of the Z film and if they did he would 
not ap -ear. Unless they bought the rights they'd not show it. 

There was no way of reasoning with him about the costs and problems of litigation, 
claimec tliat Time was actually looking for a way of letting the film be U 3 ed witliout 
problems from t‘h n t (like Zapruder's son suing), without letting it appear that they were 
allowing it, and so they could avoid being charged with suppressing it. I told them I 
could aha would be more than glad to solve thedr problem, to refer the right one to me. 

The WDSU film from vjliich He claims to have identified Gonzalez of Watergate leaving 
the jail after Odwald had been arrested t^rns out to be not the movie footage which I 

had borrowed but he had copied but stilly pf which he is to lot civ- have copies that Life 

had of thi3 footage, HOT from me. 

I told him there was.no possibility it was not Ccl 3 o Hernandez and he seemed stunned 
when 1 persisted with x^oofs. He just would not believe. I told him again that when I an 
no fartliur than a telephone this is th d* ptlis of irresponsibility and not the first. 

I was out late. # t was after y when I wont to bed. The morning Walter had a crip sling 

headache. When he awakened he told me that ho had tried to x^hone Gregory, had spoken to 

the secretary, and had been told that an urgent emergency had come up unexpectedly and 
^ick would not be able to be on the show. I told Walter tld .3 had to mean a single guest 
and n whito one to boot on an all-black show and tliat under tho circumstances I had to 
let Tony -drown know . falter hod his homo pftone because I'd told. Brown tlir fastest way to 
het a copy of Fbame-Up was to borrow Walter' s. I T>honed Brown at horn* ana told him. He said 
that is not at all the way it was, that Dick had x>honed him at>out 4^30 a.m. tliat or the 
previous morning from Detroit and with apologies for the latr request but with the insistent 
demand tliat he have vha thrown described as his "entire entourage" on the show with him. 

Brown mentioned GrqjiLiii and Schooniaann only before he ^trtec. talking about something else. 

How would wc handle consx>iracy. u e by then knew tliat the iic^illans would not sho . I don't 
r*3call whether he discussed any other guests. I know I didn 1 1 ask about others. I also 
know ho wanted two 3±des, but I* cl let him know about Gregory, about whom ho knew. I sug- 
gested tliat ho conjider two conspiracies; whether or not there had been conspiracies to 
commit th crimes and whothcr these had been followed by conspiracies to deceive the people, 
to hide the fact and the truth. liked tliat, more when I got into FOX. u c ssemed both 
pleased and a little excited. 

He asked tliat I get to tho studio at 5 rather tlian 7 for an 8 taping and I said 
I would. ~ also gave him a brief description of tho documents I'd brought, anticipating 
opposition and figuring maybe the llciiillans would b- crazy and come* 

By then it was mid-afternoon. Jergy had been sup iosed to nick. me. up in±±xx 
time to get m there by 7, with Robert. So, 1 phoned Jerry, who ht first wak out. I 
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did r acli him after some time hn 3 pas sed and there remaned hut little. I then also had 
to give him Walter* s unlisted phone in case he had to reach me. 

Shortly thereafter, after Ed kabak,who returned filed, had come, Robert called 
me. He was still angry, offended and strong in protesting abuse. He said ho was not going 
to be on thes show even though he had given hi ; word that ho would explain the Hix film, 

which was going to be zhovft ,T You can do it as well, ** he told me, a groat condensation. 

I told him ho should lot Drown know if he was expected and he said they were 

treating him dirty and he would treat them the same • X told him to do wha t ho thought 

was right but tliat aoido from what I'd alreatlyi told him about the ap >ar;nt problems and 
situation of the station /e abak was there, ho is a lawyer, he lino, just given me the Time/ 

'^ais decision, which he 'u 'just reread, and he'd 3aid that as house counsel for the net 
or show he'd have given the same advice. Robert just wasn't listening* 

He did not sliov/ up. Hobo&y did fox'* two hours or more except *erry and me. Before 
Prown came there was a call for me from counsel (Ricker, phon) who wantedto kno*' about 
the documents I'd mentioned. 1 presumed tliat with these recent experiences he was ao re— 
hensive about tlieir source, authenticity, owner hip, etc., so I g.vo him a full explanation 
and offered them to him in advance. I told him all were mine, almost all had court stamps 
on thorn, and none were secret. We had a long chat and he seemed quite reassured and ended 
up saying he didn't want the copies I d offered. (Vie had a long talk about the ay dis- 
ccuweyy, and he said he was impressed, as he seemed to be.) Vie did not get into these 
docuinnets on the show but I did shou them to Brown , particularly the longer ones, which 
I'd marked in tile margin. u hile waiting frfi* Brown to come and after the call I made it 
a point to show the files to his staff# They we re excited and impressed. 

WheA Brown came he showed the version of Nix he was going to use and asked me to 
explain its significance. I restricted myself to', two points * backward motion an^. destroying 
the later explanation that acceleration casused it. X gave explanations and^b tails Robert 
could not have. He was ticl.l&d to have it so simple and so overwhelmingly apparent. 

I had told "him fthefr He firat phoned that I'd want to avoid fighting with Dick over 
what I regarded as the insane. At the previewing he said they were also going to run an 
excerot from the previous show Dick had done with ack Anderson as well as about 8 minutes 
from an earlier show they'd done on Malcolm X. The Dick stuff I did not see until/we were 
on the . ir. It and what I'd prepared in advance enabled me not to attack Dick , not tu 
criticise, but in fact to backstop by restricting what I addressed and by adding my own 
proofs. Hike on edited film. 

It went well. They wore all tickled and said so. °erry was satified. Re said he 
thought I'd done all possible to help the zanies and tha« it was a good show. 

They deliberately ran 10 minutes ovor and will edit down to an hour. 

For reasons not apparent the taping also started late so I couldn't make the last 
train. The planes could not fly so I stayed over with waiter and gave him as much explanation 
as I could/ He will be able, if ho desires, to show Dick how crazy somi; of his newer stuff 
is, like "Gonzalez." 

I think that as aired it will appear that Brown was giving another side. :ki both 
acted like there vjas disagreement. There wasn't. He also went into much we hadn t dis- 
cussed and avoided or forget much that wo had. 

I suggested omitting any mention of McMi l lan documents on the show because they 
were not there and he agreed. (He did not take the hint and say they would not ap -ear • J 

The xre-shou was a needless mess. That Drown was going to use part of the Gregory 
tape he did' not tell mo until we met at the studio. I guess it was a 3op to his friend to 
whom he represnted himself as having spoken severely. 

Perhaps Dick had really felt he could not appear if Azvz the Z film would not be 
shown. Doesn't make sense. It can also be that ho used that as an excuse not to ap ear 
with me because he must know what I've been saying about their insane claims. I don t 
think he'd have dared say he would not appear with me.
